THE TREASON 


One would have thought that the Treason- 
able Offences Act of 1925 would have given 
the Government all the powers that were 
necessary in order to deal with the incidents 
referred to. Certainly, the impression given 
to the Oireachtas was that the object of that 
bill was to enable the Government of the 
day to deal with armed rebellion. seditious 
conspiracy, and all conceivable hostile acts 
against the State. It was looked upon as 
a very drastic measure to place upon the 
Statute Book, but the Oireachtas passed it 
and placed the powers in the hands of the 
Government. 

Now they found that, after a dozen 
Guards’ barracks in the whole of the Free 
State had been raided, the Government came 
rushing along to the Oireachtas and. said 
they could not uphold the safety of the 
State, and could not defend the people unless 
they received new powers. In other words, 
they said: ' You must give us powers to 
arrest all and sundry, in order that among 
the hundreds of prisoners we may bag a few 
criminals or potential criminals.’’ That was 
not a particular compliment to the efficiency 
of their defence forces. If they were to judge 
by what had been done in the past, they 
must, unfortunately, assume that large 
numbers of innocent people would be arregted 
as a result of the passing of the Act and 
probably detained for long periods, or only 
released on condition that they gave guaran- 
tees as to their future good behaviour, 
although they never had any intention of 
acting otherwise than in a law-abiding way, 
and to give such guarantees was a tacit ad- 

sion of guilt or a desire to do wrong. 


2 
CORN AND THISTLES. 

That was a deplorable situation to place 

the average citizen in. It was like cytting 
down a field of corn in order to weed out a 
few thistles. 
_ If the bill were passed in its present form 
it would be in the power of a few obscure 
blackguards on any occasion to stampede the 
Government into creating a state of martial 
law. A “ jumpy” atmosphere of that kind 
was not calculated to improve their credit 
either at home or abroad. Action of that 
kind on the part of the Government was far 
more calenlated to create a feeling of unrest 
and disquiet than could ever be done by any 
obscure conspirators by acts such as those of 
last week. 

He would have thought that the powers 
under the Act would have been left in the 
hands of the Guards and detective forces 
instead of heing handed over to military 
officers, who in turn would delegate authority 
to sergeants. 

A general election was looming on the 
horizon, and it might be possible that as a 
result of this bill the election would be fought 
under the same conditions as that of 1923, 
with protest meetings for the release of the 
prisoners being held. There was the danger 
that such incidents as those of last week 
would be used and exploited for politica] 
purposes. 


CONDEMNED BY ALL. 

Colonel Moore said that, though he opposed 
previous measures, he was not going to 
oppose this bill. He believed that every ody 
all over the country who had any respon- 
Sibility—even those parties who openly de- 
clared that they wished. to overthrow the 
State—were bitterly opposed to what had 
heen done during the week. His helief was 
that the party that committed the outrages 
wished them to be much more extensive, but 
that the plan was not carried out because 
their own followers were not prepared to go 
murdering around the country. He hoped 
that the Government would use a great deal 
more discretion in the arrest, detention and 
treatment of prisoners than they used on other 
occasions. 

Mr. Guinness said that the members of the 
Dail had accepted. the bill in the spirit and 
the letter, which showed conclusively that they 
approved of it. 

he second reading was agreed to. as was 
also a resolution moved by Dr. Gogart 
that Standing Orders be suspended to enable 
the remaining stages of the bill to be taken. 


PROPOSED TIME LIMIT. 

At the end of the Commitfee stage, Colonel 
Moore moved an amendment to restrict the 
operation of the Act te one year from its be- 
coming law. 

Mr. O’Farrell, who seconded, said that the 
bill was such that no democratic modern aa- 
sembly would like to see it a permanent fix- 
ture on the Statute Book. It was only in 
Italy or Russia that they might expect to see 
such permanent, legislation. 7 

Mr. Douglas said that the most valuable 
safeguard was the clause in the bill that 
made it necessary for the Government to call 
both Houses before a proclamation could be 
issued. 

The amendment was rejected. 

The Minister for Industry and Commerce, 
on the motion that the bill be finally passed, 
said that the bill had been received in the 
House in a spirit that was admirable. He 
expressed perfect approval of the greater part 
of Senator O’Farrell’s "remarks, but he did 
not want it to go out from the House that 
the Government was reizing hold of the cir- 
cumstances to be in a better political position 
at the election. Such was not a fact. 

Mr O'Farrell said that his suggestion was 
that such an interpretation might be put on

THE SUN IN HARNESS.

Str,—-Your correspondent, Mr. W. F. A. 
Ellison, who charms us when he writes of the 
distant stars, seems to me sadly lacking in 
observation of the facts of life on our small 
planet when he writes.of mundane things. 
Mr. Ellison accuses you of pessimism, yet 
fails utterly to justify his own optimism. The 
distant stars remain common property—so 
long as they remain distant. ere Mr. 
Ellison to discover a vast store of radium 
upon one of these stars, and were he to 
provide us with the means of access to this 
treasure, does he imagine, in his innocence of 
economic forces, that this store-house of 
energy would remain the common property of 
mankind? Solar energy. which we have been 
calling our own for a century or more in the 
form of coal, has been, and still remains, in 
the ownership of the few. All human pro- 
gress, every method by which earth’s capacity 
for production and man’s ability to produce 
may be igereased, every addition to the rich- 
ness and abundance of life will continue to 
be for the benefit of the few and at the cost 
of the many whilst the economic structure of 
society remains in the stupid and self-destruc- 
tive chaos to which the evolution of modern 
industrial civilisation has brought it. 

Our social evolution has not kept pace with 
our mechanical and industrial: evolution, and 
we are heading for social disaster as an 
inevitable consequence. We have evolved a 
financial mechanism that we cannot control— 
so mechanically perfect, indeed, that it 
controls us—and we have so utterly neglected 
the science of finance and the kindred social 
sciences that we do not. even know we have 
lost control of the machine. The results of this 
economic chaos are beyond the scope of such 
a letter as may hope to find space in your 
columns, but, poverty amidst plenty, inability 
to consume what we have the ability to pro- 
duce, unemployment whilst there is work 
apparently opiting hands to do it, are among 
the mdst obvYous consequences. 

The truly horrifying truth is hinted in your 
leader of Wednesday Jast. Let me make it 
plainer \to Mr. Ellison by reference to his 
own hackneyed (as he says), but most 
valuable, quotation. The man who makes two 
blades of grass grow where only one grew 
before ought to be a benefactor of mankind, 
inasmuch as he shows how two men may be 
fed where only one was fed before. Under 
our existing economic régime he is a curse 
to mankind, inasmuch as he has shown how 
the labour of one man only may be permitted 
to earn the price of bread where two. men had 
earned the right to live before. So it will 
be of every such “ benefactor’’ of mankind 
who shows us how we may have life more 
abundantly while our economic machine 
remains an uncontrolled engine of destruc- 
tion and continues to run us to death—not 
life.—Yours, etc., H. Nevitts Roserts.

DIVORCE OR ANNULMENT. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—The subject of divorce has already 
been the occasion of animated discussion in 
the Free State Legislature, and will, no doubt, 
be heard of again. I have already pointed 
out that it is misleading to say that the 
Roman Catholic Church never sanctions 
divorce. What it does is to call a separation 
of a husband and wife, with freedom to marry 
again, an annulment of marriage, whereas 
other people call it a divorce. | 

May I call attention to facts which prove 
my assertion? In 1895 (I am quoting from 
the Daily Mail of November 16th) a marriage 
was contracted between the Duke of Marl- 
borough and Miss Consuelo Vanderbilt. The 
contract was solemnised by two Anglican 
bishops, and was one of the most public and 
brilliant social events of the year in America. 
Nevertheless, the marriage proved an unhappy 
one, and in 1920 the lady obtained a divorce 
from her husband, and in 1921 married Colonel 
J. Balsan, a Roman Catholic. 

How does the Roman Catholic Church deal 
with this matrimonial tangle? The lady told 
a touching story. She said she loved another 
man when the. Duke appeared on the scene; 
but young ladies do not pick up Dukes every 
day, and our democratic American cousins 
dearly love a title. The inducements to Miss 
Vanderbilt to marry the Duke and family 
pressure were many and strong, and she 
yielded to them. Now, after quarter of a 
century of married life, and whén she had 
got a divorce from her husband in the civil 
courts and had merried another man, she 
wishes to ‘‘regularise’’ her pesition with the 
Roman Catholic Church. The proceeding 1s 
quite simple. She has only to state that, ‘‘if 
she had followed her ownainclination, she 
would have married, not the Duke of Mar!- 
borough, but a more humble American 
citizen.’’ 

How many marriages are those of the 
second best, and in how many cases are 
there wistful regrets for an earlier affection’ 
If such things can be made a ground for 
divorce, or for annulment, how many 
marriages could stand? Yet on this ground 
the Roman Catholic Church has declared— 
not that the Duke of Marlborough and Miss 
Vanderbilt are divorced, since this would be 
to deny its dogma of the indissolubility of 
marriage, but that they were never married 
at all, the so-called marriage being invalid 
and null owing to lack of proper Gonsent on 
the part of the bride. This lack of consent 
naturally led to an unhappy marriage. Some 
escape had to be provided. Protestants call 
it a divorce; Roman Catholics call it an 
annulment. Is not the only difference in the 
name ‘?—Yours, etc.,

THE WEIGHING OF SUGAR-BEET. 
TO THE BDITOR OF TITE IRISH TIMES. 
Siz,—In reply to Colonel Wemyss Quin’s 
letter in your issue of the 16th inst., it 
should occur to Colonel Quin that it would 
be quite unreasonable for either the Great 
Southern Railways or the Irish Sugar Manu- 
facturing Company to provide a weighbridge 
at every railway station. Colonel Quin is 
labouring under the serious misapprehension 
that the only function of the Beet-Growers’ 
Association is to ensure that the company 
weighs the growers’ produce honestly. It is 
the business of officers of the Irish Beet- 
Growers’ Association to see that the sample 
drawn from every waggon, boat, lorry or 
cart-load sent by. members of the Associa- 
tion to the Carlow factory fairly represents 
the entire load; that the tareing of the 
sample is fair and reasonable and not too 
drastic, and that the sugar content is 

accurately determined. 

In reply to his criticisms that 4d. per ton 
is an exorbitant rate of charge for the 
services performed by the Association, I 
would point out that in England the subscrip- 
tion of Id. per ton is supplemented by a 
grant from the National Farmers’ Union, 
which is the parent organisation. The Irish 
Beet-Growers’ Association is an independent 
organisation and has tc meet extraordinary 
expenses in this, its initial year; and the 
question of the rate of contributions in a 
subsequent year or years can best be deter- 
mined in the tight of the experience gained 
during the current season. In the short time 
that the Association has been functioning 
the necessity for such an organisation has 
been fully demonstrated. Colonel Quin can 
satisfy himself on this point if he pays a 
visit to the factory, when I shall be glad 
to show him the exact work performed by 
the officials of the Association. : 

1 take, this opportinity of urging growers 
to remote as much soil. as possible from the 
beet before despatching it to the factory; 
for the sugar company does not pay for the 
soil, whereas the grower pays carriage on it. 
Moreover, the ag my only for that part 
of the root which is below the growing crown, 
and, if the grower sends Jeaves or crowns 
along with his beet to the factory, he gets 
nothing for them, but is charged for the 
carriage on them.

SUPREME COURT OF 
JUDICATURE. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, 
Captain Hacking moved the second reading 
of the Supreme Court of Judicature of 
Northern ‘Ireland Bill. He said that the 
object of the bill was simply to amend the 
law with respect to salaries and pensions of 
persons hereafter appointed as judges of the 
Supreme Court of Judicature of Northern 
Ireland, and in respect of certain matters 
connected with that court. 

The bill consisted of three short clauses. 
The first dealt with the salaries and pensions 
of future judges, and it would affect a saving 
of £2,500 a year. The second clause dealt 
with direct trial without a jury in matters 
requiring prolonged examination of documents, 
etc. The third clause was an explanation of 
the powers of Parliament in Northern Ireland 
to legislate in respect of jurors and juries, 
the preparation and revision of jury lists, 
and the qualification, selection, summoning 
and attendance of jurors. 

This, he said, was of purely legal intent. 
He understood that there was no opposition 
to the bill, which really did not concern Great 
Britain, but was purely a matter for the 
Northern Ireland Parliament. 

The bill was read a second time without 
opposition and was committed to a Committee 
of the whole House.

PRESIDENT COSGRAVE’S 
VISIT.

BALLYBAY, Friday. 

A Cumann na nGaedheal Convention. 
which was attended by President Cosgrave 
and Mr. Ernest Blythe, Minister for 
Finance, at Carrickmacross to-day, was 
marked by an exceedingly frank speech by 
one of the delegates, Mr. Conlon, a Peace 
Commissioner. 

Mr. Conlon had a complaint to make 
about nearly every department of the 
Government. He started by declaring that 
Ministers were the servants of the people, 


should submit to reductions in their 
salaries. Why, he demanded, had that re- 
quest not been met? Next he dealt with 
the salary of the Governor-General, and 
declared that no statesman was worth 
£8,000 a year, let alone the £30,000 that 


was accounted for by Mr. Healy. 
í MARKETS. 

Turning to other matters, Mr. Conlon asked 
what was the Ministry for Foreign Affairs 
doing to open up new markets for the Irish 
farmer and manufacturer. The fact had to 
be faced, he said, that there was only one 
market, and that was the British market, 
which the Irish ple had before ever they 
had a Foreign Ministry or a High Commis- 
sioner in London. 

Mr. Conlon’s remarks were received with 
the boisterous approval of certain of his 
fellow-delegates., hus encouraged, he pro 
ceeded to give it as his opinion that the 
Foreign Ministry should not have been 
established until “this poor country had 
got on its feet.” As for the Ministry of 
Fisheries. what value had the country 
derived from it? During the British régime 
fisheries had been looked after by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Whv should that 
arrangement not be continued ? 

Mr. Conlon contended that there was no 
need whatever to maintain the Army at the 
present strength and cost. It should be cut 
down by half, and some sort of territorial 
force should be created. “You need not 
bother about the protection of the country 'n 
case of inyasion,” he told the President; 
‘*the English Army and Navy would protect 
it, not because they are in love with it, but 
because 1t would he in their own interests to 
protect it. We do not want an army and 
navy of cur own. The taxpayer is not able 
to pay for either of them.” 

From the defence forces Mr. Conlon went 
on to discuss*the cost of the Senate. ‘‘ Why 
should we have seventy-six Senators?’ Why 
not one merely for every county? Let him 
be a gentleman of means who will give his 
service to the State without cost to 
taxpayer, and ‘et him be nominated by the 
people and not by the State. It is ridiculous 
to have seventy-six Senators for twenty-six 
counties, It is a wonder that we have not 
one for every parish.” fLanghter.) 

Before he sat down Mr. Conlon appealed 
to the two Ministers to say whether he would 
have been honest if he had come there to say 
that the Free State was flourishing when he 
believed that it was not. 


VIGOROUS REPLY. 
The Peace Commissioner’s remarks brought 
a vigorous reply from the President. He 
was not, he declared emphatically, going to 
disband the Army. “ Ií, and so long as, | 
have any responsibility for the government 
of this country I will tell the people to keep 
the Army, and the Army, I venture to assert, 
will in the face of any invasion render as 
good an account of itself as any other army 
in the world.”

tented himself by drawing attention to Mr.

The numerical strength of the 
Senate, he reminded him, was not 76, but 
60 members. 


TAXATION. . 

Dealing with taxation, the President said 
that since 1920 it had actually been reduced 
by, approximately, £3 10s. per head of te 
population. Mr. de Valera’s Party said that 
the position in the country was not good, 

“I believe,” commented the President, 
amidst laughter, ‘that they would be dis- 
appointed if it were good, but it’s going to 
be good in spite of them.” (Applause.) — 

At this stage a delegate in the body of the 
hall disputed the President's assertion that 
taxation had been reduced by £5 10s. per 
head of the population, and suggested that 
it had actually been increased.

This was a 
competitive world, and the Government had 
to. pay competitive prices, or it would not 
get the best men. For all that the Govern- 
ment had actually reduced salaries all round. 
A great deal of the loose talk that one 
heard in this connection was inspired by 
envy and jealousy. é 

Replying to Mr. Conlon’s criticisms, the 
Minister pointed out that the Ministry of 
External Affairs did not cost one-fifth of the 
sum stated, and as for the Army, the esti- 
mate for it on the coming "seg would be less 
than two and a half million pounds. He 
agreed that at a future date it would be 
necessary to have a militia type of defence 
force. He did not agree that they should 
have no defence force. If they had no de- 
fence force the position would be that offi- 
cers of another army, over whom the Go- 
vernment had no contro], would practically 
run the Free State. The talk about the 
country not needing an army was rubbish. 
They would not, of course, want a standing 
army always, and the time must come when 
they would have to put their defence force 
on a volunteer or militia basis. 

As to the Ministry for Fisheries, it was 
not, broadly speaking, costing more than the 
old fisheries section of the Department of 
Agriculture. It was because their fisheries 
were undeveloped, and because they had in- 
herited no fisheries cy, that the Govern- 
ment had thought it advisable to have a 
gg, mun Minister for Fisheries.

NEW METHODIST HALL 
IN BELFAST.

The Duchess of Abercorn and a number of 
other ladies laid foundation stones in Belfast 
yesterday of the new Grosvenor Hall, in con- 
nection with the Belfast Central Mission. 

LORD MAYOR'S STATEMENT. 

The new hall is being erected at a cost of 
£50,000. The social wing, which will account 
for £10,000 of that sum, will be dedicated as 
a memoria] to the late Mr. Ker. 

The Lord Mayor said that the Belfast 
Central Mission had been in existence for 37 
years, having been founded by the late Rev. 
Dr. Crawford Johnson. The Mission held its | 
first service in a canvas tert, and the original | 
Grosvenor Hall was built in 1895. A truly | 
remarkable work had been done within its 
walls. More than five million people had 
attended its large Sunday services, many of 
them being drawn from the ranks of the non- 
churchgoers. The week-end services and 
meetings, including the Happy Saturday 
Evenings for the People, had often attracted 
as many as 8,000 persons. Now the old hall, 
which was at best but a temporary structure, 
had given place to these extensive premises 
in course of erection, and he had no doubt 
that when completed the building would be 
worthy ef the great and important work 
carried on. 

The new Grosvenor Hall would cost about 
£50,000. The Methodist Forward Movement 
would generously help, and other liberal 
gifts had been received, but a big balance 
remained to bé made up, and it was for the | 
members of the community to display in a | 
tangible manner their appreciation of all that 
magnificent and very necessary work. It was 
the desire of the committee of the Mission 
that the social wing of the new building 
should be dedicated to the memory of Mr. 
Ker, and for that purpose it was proposed to 
raise a memorial fund of £10,

The Economic Conference. 


The Preparatory Committee which was 
formed at Geneva to consider the date, 
composition and scope of the proposed 
Economic Conference has issued its report. 
During the last few months rapid strides 
have been made throughout ‘Europe. 
Currencies have become. comparatively 
stable; budgets have been brought within 
sight of balance; industrial conditions

Weights and Measures. 


A Weights and Measures Bill, which 
is about to be considered by the Imperial 
Parliament, proposes to safeguard the 
housewife from that petty, incessant 
fileching which tells so heavily upon the 
annual budget of humble. families. Its 
main princip’e is the enforced. observatico 
of net weight in the sale of essential 
foodstuffs. A pound of butter must be 
a full pound ; of milk must 
a brimming According to the 
provisions of the Bill, it will be illegal 
hereafter to use paper on the scale when 
weighing food. Grocers complain that, if 
they are forbidden to weigh butter, lard, 
or cheese on paper, their scales will 
require to be cleaned again and again in 
the eourse of the day, with serious loss 
of time. The Board of Trade disregards 
this pléa. The shopkeepers’ solution of 
the inconvenience involyed is to keep 
quantities of butter, lard, or cheese 
weighed and wrapped and ready for sale 
across the counter, under a guarantee of 
full weight. Bread and flour, under the 
will require to be sold only in 
multiples of one pound, and flour bags 
must have the weight contained clearly 
marked. These provisions - might 
enforced in the Irish Free State to the 
great benefit of poor folk and the con. 
fusion of “ profiteéers.’’ In the shops of 
Irish middlemen fortunes are made on 
the potatoes that are withheld when the 
balance is almost tilted, the tea that is 
not shaken into the bag to make up for 
the weight of the packing, and the butter 
that is cut from the pat when the scale 
has bumped. There is another aspect in 
which the British proposals are important. 
Strict enforcement will lead to.the general 
elimination of weighing in the customer's 
presence and of petty sales in quarter- 
pounds and ounces. In a word. 
standardisation will be enforced. The 
retail sale of food will become a matter 
of rapid and economical exchange. In 
rhral Ireland this development will come 
slowly and reluctantly.

Like wine, 
true literature improves with age. As 
simple doings of our childhood acquire -n 
glamour in retrospect, so the stage coach 
that rolled along the Canterbury road 
with David; the "“chamieds in which the 
mysterious P.J.T. Possibly Jabbered 
Thus, the eastern marshes which nourished 
great expectations, and the vanished Fleet 
in whick Sam sought captivity in order 
to be near his master, have acquired a 
charm that was foreign to them when they 
were but sketches from contemporary life. 
A quality, therefore, which Dickens hardly 
soucht has been added to his art, while 
his inimitable humour, too, has gained by 
the thought which its freshnéss suggests 
of the unchanging drollery of human 
innocence.

FREE STATES CASE AS THE BASIS.

DOMINION STATUS. 

To get back to the report, one can say 
with safety that, while it does not embody 
everything for which the Free State 
delegation has been working during the 
last month, it constitutes a distinct 
triumph for their advocacy. In the first 
place the Imperial Conference has made a 
definite declaration of Dominion status on 
a formula which will be found to be suffi- 
ciently precise to satisfy the most exacting 
eritic of imperial affairs. The Dominions 
are declared to be autonomous communities 
within the British Empire, absolutely free 
and independent of one another, as well 
as of Great Britain, and bound together 
only by allegiance to a common King, and 
by ties of blood and sentiment. 

This formula was evolved after múch 
discussion, and has been accepted by every- 
body. It places the status of the 
Dominions on a footing which admits of 
no ambiguity or equivocation. \Hence- 
forward there can bé no question of sub- 
servience to Great Britain in any shape 
or form. To that extent the complaints 
of the South Africans, the Canadians and 
the répresentatives of the Irish I'ree State 
have been met in a way which, I venture 
to say, none of the members of the Cofi- 
ference believed that they would be met 
men the first session was held in Downing 
street. 


THE GOVERNORS-GENERAL. 
Another matter that has been settled 
definitely is the problem of the Governor- 
General’s position. In this correspond- 


ence I have been able from time to time 


to outline: the objections that have been 


advanced by the representatives of certain’ 


Dominions in this respect. The Confer- 
ence now has cleared up all the existing 
anomalies. 


- In. the future the Governor-General of 


the Irish Free State, for example, will be 
the King’s direct representative and 
nothing else. He will have no political 
or administrative functions of any kind. 
He will cease to bean official of the 
Dominions Office, and will have nothing 
to.do with the various communications 
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when I spoke of the possibility of a British 
High Commissioner for Dublin. Al] 
communications between the two Govern- 
ments now will be made directly, but the 
Free State representatives at the Con- 
ference have been urging the British 
Government to appoint a Commissioner in 
Dublin. 

Almost every other big Power in the 
world has a representative in the Free 
State capital.

As a 
natural corollary to an innovation of this 
kind, of course, the appointment of a Free 
State Commissioner to Northern Ireland 
and vice versa may be expected, but that 
is anticipating events that still are on the 
knees of the gods. 


FREE STATE’S NEW DIGNITY. 

Taking the report as a whole, T think 
that it contains at least as much as any of 
the Free State delegates hoped to achieve 
at the Conference It will add a new 
dignity to the status of our country which 
will be all the more welcome, inasmuch as 
it has been secured by the unanimous vote 
of the Imperial Conference. 

The whole Trish Delegation speaks in the 
warmest terms of the spirit in which its 
arguments have been met, not only by the 
representatives of the other’ Dominions, 
some of which did not always agree. with 
the Free State case, but by Lord Balfour 
and the members and. officials of the 
British Government who took part in the 
deliberations of the Inter-Imperial Rela- 
tions Committee.

received reports of all negotiations. 

The Miners’ Executive will meet this 
morning and report to the Delegate Con- 
ference on the general principles by which 
the district negotiations should be guided. 

In the meantime, men in the coalfields 
are hurrying back to work in thousands. 
Yesterday’s official figures showed an in- 
crease of 10,544 on Thursday 's total. 


THE CONFERENCE. 
OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

The Delegate Conference met in the 
morning, and, with several intervals, sat 
throughout the day. At 7.15 p.m. it 
issued the following official statement :— 

*‘Lancashire moved a resolution to 
accept the vote of the districts and fight 
on. 84,000 voted in favour of this, and 
622,000 against. 

“The Executive Committee then 
brought forward the following recommen- 
dation :—‘ That a ballot vote of the work- 
men not at present employed be taken 
upon the following question :—Are you in 
favour of authorising district negotiations 
with a view io a settlement? Any agree- 
ment arrived at shall be for twelve 
months, to be determined thereafter by 
a month’s notice by either party.’ The 
Committee also recommend the workmen 
to agree to this method of attempting to 
arrive at a settlement. 

“The vote on this was 67,000 in favour 
and 721,000 against. 

“Somerset then moved the following 
resolution: ‘That this conference instructs 
districts to open up negotiations forthwith 
with a view to effecting district settle- 
ments, and, that the Federation 
districts in every, way possible to secure 
reasonable terms, any agreement arrived 
at to be reported to the Federation.’ 

“219,000 voted in favour of the resolu- 
tion and 569,000 against it. 

SOUTH WALES PROPOSAL. 

“South Wales submitted the following 
resolution: ‘That this conference, having 
considered the whole of the circumstances, 
recommends all districts immediately to 
open negotiations with the cosl-owners in 
their respective districts with a view to 
arriving at agreements. That the Execu- 
tive Committee be asked to consider. what 
general principles should guide the district 
organisations in their negotiations. No 
district shall enter into a final settlement 
until a further national conference is held 
to receive reports of all the nogotiations.’ 

“ 502,000 voted in favour of this resolu- 
tion and 280,000 against. The resolution 
was, therefore, carried. 

“The conference adjourned until 9.20 
to-morrow (Saturday) morning, the Com- 
mittee in the meantime to ‘consider what 
the general principles. should be, and 
report to the conference in the morning.”

NATIONAL NEGOTIATIONS 

ABANDONED. 

The Press Association states that the 
decision means that national negotiations 
have been abandoned, as well as the 
Government's settlement terms. By the 
proviso that final settlements are not to 
be reached by any district until a report 
has been made to another national’ con- 
ference, it is hoped to give the Federation 
control over district settlements and to 
maintain its authority and status. It 
probably will be a week or two before all 
district negotiations are completed, and 
there can be no general resumption of 
work until a further national conference 
has been held. 

Tt is expected that there will be no difh- 
culty in arranging with the owners to in- 
clude in the various district. settlements 
broad national principles if to-day’s con- 
ference agrees that those principles shall 
be the same as were outlined in the 
Government's proposals. Those principles 
provide for a national minimum wage, a 
subsistence wage, and a ratio for the divi- 
sion of proceeds between profits and wages. 

The anomaly of the position is that the 
miners have sacrificed the tribunal provi- 
sion and the definite safeguarding of 
national principles. by the Government ; 
but they will still endeavour to secure 
these national principles in the district 
negotiations. It is probable that the con- 
ference to-day will seek to include in the 
‘national principles a stipulation: that all 
the district agreements shall be terminated 
on the one date, twelve months or two 
years hence. The Government scheme pro- 
ided that the settlements should be for 
not less than three years, but with a pos- 
sibly varying period of duration. 


MR. COOK EXPLAINS. 


—--~+-—— --- 

Mr. A, J. Cook, the Miners’ Secretary, 
last night, said that he would very much 
have. preferred that the rank and file 
should have been consulted before a de- 
cision Was arrived at, but the fact that 
the men were returning to work influenced 
the minds of the delegates and was largely 
responsible for their decision. Hoe. de- 
the voting on the Government's 
proposals, after twenty-eight weeks 
truggle, as ' the most remarkable result 
the history of the working-class move- 
Rte uestion of hours was the 
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the coal train drew level with the 
stationary train a defect developed in one 
of the wagons. . Succeeding wagons were 
piled up on to it, blocking the line and 
carrying away two signal posts. 

Just at that moment the express, which 
was travelling at a high speed, was caught 
by the falling signal posts. A corner of 
the first coach fouled the obstruction, but 
the second coach escaped serious injury. 
It was the last three coaches which 
received the full weight of the obstruction 
caused by the derailed wagons. The side } 
of each of the coaches was ripped open, 
and the unfortunate passengers sitting on 
that side of the train were involved in the 
disaster. 

EYE-WITNESS’S DESCRIPTION. 

Walter Carpenter, a furnace-man, living 
in Reform street, said: ‘‘I was standing 
at my door when I saw the coal train 
approaching. It was making a grinding 
noise, and it seemed to me as if something 
was wrong with the axle of one of the 
trucks. The train was going quite slowly. 
Scddenly it stopped and wagons piled up 
one on the other; one wagon falling on 
the express line. I saw that there was 
going to be an accident. The signals were 
down for the express to come through and 
I saw it coming. There was a smash; it 
was just like thunder. The coaches were 
ripped open. 

‘If the wagon had fouled the points 
half a minute sooner than it did, no one 
on the train would have had a chance. 
After the accident we found two men 
killed lying on the line close together. 
They had been thrown out of the train. 
The express was stopped about a hundred 
yards within the actual scene of the 
accident. On the other up-line was an 
empty coal train which was stationary. 
It also was involved in the accident. If 
the express had becn a minute sooner, it 
would have got clear.” 

The moment that Sir Josiah Stamp, 
President of the Executive of the London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway, heard ol 
the accident, he proceeded to the scene of 
the occurrence, and afterwards visited 
Rotherham Hospital. 

DOCTORS ON THE SCENE. 

Terrible scenes were witnessed after the 
accident. As soon as possible ambulances 
were rushed from Rotherham, and _ local 
doctors were quickly on the scene, Severe! 
narrow escapes were recorded. An ex- 
Service. man, who was a passenger, said 
that only a few seconds before the acci- 
dent he changed his seat to the other side 
of the carriage. Lanoe-Corporal Wright, 
of the South Wales Borderers, stationed at 
Devonport, who was returning from fur- 
lough at Sunderland, said that he heard a 
bang as the accident occurred, and one of 
the cushions fell over him and covered him 
up, undoubtedly saying his life. Two 
cther men in the same compartment were 
killed. 

OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

The following - official statement 
issued by the railway company at Rother- 
ham yesterday afternoon :—‘‘ At 11.13 this 
morning the 10.10 York to Sheffield L. M.S. 
passenger train was proceeding near Raw- 
marsh South box. Coming from an oppo 
site direction was a double-engined coal 
train, which was from Millhouses to Roys- 
ton. It would appear that on the coal 
train a coal wagon collapsed, and it is 
thought it caught a portion of the pas- 
senger train, smashing three coaches. Six 
persons were obviously killed outright, 
and two others died before they could be 
admitted to Rotherham Hospital.”’

WASHINGTON, Friday. . 
It is believed in certain well-informed 
quarters that behind the recent concern 
manifested by the State Department over 
Central American ‘affairs lies the inten- 
tion to issue something closely resembling 
an ultimatum to Mexico in the matter of 
the land and oil laws of that country. 
The last effort of that kind, when Mr. 
Kellogg, the Secretary of State, used the 
Press as a medium for certain disparaging 
statements about the Government oí 
Mexico, could not be described as a suc- 
cess. It came out of the clear sky, and 
was received in the United States with 
much unfavourable criticism. 
This time, if the information which 
reaches me is accurate, the public mind 
is being prepared as a preliminary to 
the application of the extreme rigour of 
diplomacy. 
This, at least, would explain the sudden 
evocation of the spectre of a ‘‘ Mexican- 
fostered Bolshevist hegemony intervening 
between the United States and the 
Panama Canal,” though even this does not 
appear to frighten Senator Borah and 
others like him. It would be impossible 
to find here any Central American or 
South American who seriously believes 
that Bolshgyist doctrines have any genuine 
chance of adoption south of the Rio 
Grande; and the activities of Mexico are 
unquestionably born of a desire to annoy 
Washington rather than of any eagerness 
to propagate Communist principles.

MAY HELP TO RESTORE A 
STABLE GOVERNMENT. 
WASHINGTON, Friday. 
Central American diplomatic circles 
here are excited over Mr. Kellogg’s pro- 
nouncement concerning Nicaragda, which 
Is interpreted as a warning to Mexico. 
The Secretary for State’s reply to 
the request of Adolfo Diaz, newly-elected 
President, that the United States shdéuld 
assist to restore order in Nicaragua, which 
is at present rent with civil strife, has 
brought to the forefront the question of 
whether the United States or Mexico shall 
have the predominant influence in Central 
America. 
[t is understood that Mr. Kellogg hopes 
to induce the Nicaraguan Liberals, who 
are said to be supported by Mexico, to co- 
operate with the new Diaz Government, 
and if this fails the United States may 
lend. marines’ to restore a stable Govern- 
ment in Nicaragua. At present there is 
a strong American naval squadron in 
Nicaraguan waters,’ and marines are 
already in occupation of Bluefields. 
American officials. claim that the dis- 
iturbed state of Nicaragua is due to the 
intrigues of Bolshevist agencies in Mexico, 
which ‘supplied arms to Nicaraguan 
Liberal revolutionaries, and the ambition 
of the Mexican Government to increase 
its sphere of influence.—(Reuter. )

NEW METHOD OF MAKING 
_ STEEL. - 

BERLIN, -¥riday. 

An entirely new method of making steel is 
reported to have been discovered in the 
laboratories of the German Dye Trust, which 
has taken ont a patent for the invention. It 
is claimed that iron can by a chemical pro- 
cess be turned into steel which is consider- 
ably harder and, at the same time, more 
elastic than the finest steel made by the 
usual methods of smelting. The new inven- 
tion, it is stated, produces steel of the finest 
quality, with none of those impurities and 
defects which are unavoidable in the smelt- 
ing process. 
The cost of production is also declared to 
be cheaper, and hopes are expressed that with 
this new steel German industry will be able 
to obtain a dominant position on the inter- 
national markets.

His point is that when the new rules 
come into operation it will be impossible 
to qualify for either of these awards 
without: an accurate ‘knowledge. of , Irish, 
and that to acquire this so much time 
must be given to it as to render it im- 
possible to give adequate or; in fact, any 
time to languages which are regarded all 
over the world as essential to a sound 
education. (Hear, hear.) 
The ulternative which confronts him 1s, 
therefore, not a pleasant one. It ts either 
to press Irish upon these pupils, and so, 
in his judgment, interfere seriously with 
their future progress, or to go on as at 
present and -accept. this very heavy 
penalty. That seems to be a very fair 
statement of his case. The relation of the 
Irish language to education in Ireland is 
not an easy subject to talk about in 
public at present, but certainly there 1s 
very grave uneasiness as to the possi- 
bilities before us, and it therefore, 
better to say at once what the prevailing 
feeling is. We have already heard the 
complaint which the headmasters have to 
make, and the statement of their case has 
our fullest sympathy. They conscientiously 
feel that to concentrate attention upon 
the Irish language to the extent required 
to qualify for certificates and scholarships 
would be.a sacrifice of time which would 
result in irreparable loss. (Hear, hear.) 


A DIFFERENCE OF IDEALS. 
There is also another point which is of 
great importance. They feel that this 1s 
not the end of interference with their 
methods of education, and that the 
general subjects are chosen with a view to 
assisting further development of the teach- 
ine of the Irish language. ‘Their position 
is this: they regard themselves, and, in 
my view, rightly so, as the best opinion 
in the country as to what constitutes a 
good education. They deplore unneces- 
sary interference with the work to which 
they have devoted their lives. (Hear, 
hear.) All the trouble seems to arise 
from the difference of ideals. On one 
side you have the headmasters—vigorous, 
sincere, able—keenly desirous of fitting 
their pupils for varying positions in lite ; 
and, on the other, you have an education 
department determined upon what they 
term “ nationalising the Free State” by 
forcing the people. to learn a language 
which they believe will in time achieve 
what they so ardently desire. It may be 
that they are fully aware of the injurious 
éffect upon general education, and that 
they are willing to pay the price. - 

In prary education the difficulties are 
still greater. The present condition‘ is 
chaotic and tragic, and in a few years the 
result must be a national disaster. The 
public are not aware of the serious falling: 
off in the educational status of the primary 
school children. In many of our Inter- 
mediate schools scholarships are offered 
from primary schools. It is rare now to 
tind a well qualified candidate. ‘The former 
percentages of 80, 85, and 90 are now down 
| to. 40, 45, and 50. 


| MORE SERIOUS STILL. 
Take a more serious feature—the teachers 
themselves. If you consult the examina- 
tion records of the Protestant teachers, 
either at entrance or in training, you will 
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find that only a small proportion are up 
io a fair standard. Under pressure good- 
natured officials will find means by which 
large numbers can be retained, but the 
general result is to lower the standard of 
the country, already too low. What is the 
reason? Jt is the pressure of the Irish 
language either in the training college or 
in the schools from which these intelligent, 
but poorly educated, boys and girls come. 
The same thing will happen in the 
monitorial training institute. The object 


before these institutions is to train boys. 


and girls, so that they may be able te 
impart information by means of the Irish 
language. It is safe to prophesy that our 
best boys and girls will not consent to 
entet this institution on the ground that 
Irish can never be made as effective a 
means of communicating general informa- 
tion as the English language. (Hear, hear.) 
Extreme efforts may succeed in inducing 
some poorly qualified children to come 
forward, but the result will be seen in the 
gradual declension of the country’s, educa- 
tional standards. If this is true of the 
schools .and institutions which feed the 
universities, what about the university 
standards? Must they not also be in- 
fluenced by the prevailing tone, and be 
forced regretfully to lower their require- 
ments? The present policy must result 
n the degradation of the Irish people in 
the eyes of an educated world. Protestants 
have shown no antagonism to the Irish 
language. (Hear, hear.) They are quite 
willing to consider proposals for its study 
consistent with what they must regard as 
their first care—namely, the future of 
their pupils; but from whatever point of 
view they look at present-day develop- 
ments, they are profoundly dissatisfied afid 
gravely discouraged. They see no possi- 
bility of success in concentrating upon a 
scheme of education which limits the 
future of the pupils to the Free State. 


ANOTHER CONSIDERATION. 

There is another point of view which is 
essential to mention now. It is suggested 
by the word Empire. We have loyally 
accepted the new conditions under which 
we live. We have shown it time and 
again, but we have not been sharers in 
antagonism to the British Empire, nor 
will we ever be. (Applause.) We would 
earnestly ask our rulers to remember that 
we do not, and cannot, take the same view 
upon this question as they do. We are 
very proud to be associated with the British 
Empire. (Applause.) We will teach our 
children to be likewise, and we do not 
wish that any education should be imposed 
upon them which would render them less 
able to take their place in any part of the 
British Empire where they may be called 
upon to live. (Applause.) We hold, at 
the same time, that this is not, inconsistent 
with love for Ireland and adequate atten- 
tion to the Irish language. 

An equally important point is what we 
may speak of as the “ international.” 
Some remarkable articles have “been 
appearing in the Jrish Times, notably one 
upon the English-speaking races. When 
the facts contained in that article come 
home to the minds of the Irish people 
generally, it must convince them that the 
English language must remain the current 
tongue in this country. (Hear, hear.) The 
Irish Times has reproached us for our 
hesitation in expressing our objection to 
the Government’s policy upon this ques- 
tion. It was caused in some degree by a 
very general feeling that there would he 
modifications sufficient to meet the reason- 
able demands which have been put, forward 
from time to time. However, all requests 
have been ignored so far, and the prospect 
is bleak, indeed. It seems as if we were 
not far from the parting of the ways. 


WITHDRAWAL OF SCHOOLS. 

Advice has been given to us to sever our 
educational connection from the State in 
which we live. We will not do that until 
we can do nothing else, but if we are 
finally ordered, in effect, to endanger the 
future of the children under our care, we 
shall have no option. (Applause.) It has 
also been suggested that an election cam- 
paign should be begun in this country. 
Speaking for myself, I would prefer to put 
the case as strongly as possible again be- 
fore the Government and leave the decision 
with them. The country is only begmning 
to breathe freely. We are anxious, deeply 
so, to continue to assist a Government 
which has succeeded so splendidly in re- 
storing law and order. (Applause.) On 
this ground they deserve every possible 
help we can give them. We are, however, 
convinced that the educational ideals of 
the Government are opposed to reason, to 
justice, and to educational efficiency, and 
if we receive a final refusal from them, it 
may become necessary to withdraw all our 
schools from Government patronage. It 
will throw a grievous burden upon our 
already over-taxed people. There is, how- 
ever, no doubt as to the unanimous feeling 
amongst our people, and as to their will- 
ingness to do this, whatever the cost. 
(Applause. ) 

If that day should come, it would mean 
an end to bright hopes, but our duty is 
perfectly manifest. (Hear, hear.) 


A GOOD YEAR'S WORK. 


The Governors of the High Schodl have 
again to congratulate the headmaster and 
staff upon the results of an excellent year's 
work. (Hear, hear.) The work of a public 
school is complicated and very varied, but 
from whatever point of view this schoo] is 
judged it will stand very fair test. The 
educational results are remarkably good. The 
large proportion of Intermediate certificates 
is worthy of note. The university results 
are quite exceptional. Special notice ought 
to be made of the English corhposition tests. 
The results in this subject show that the true 
meaning of education is grasped by teachers 
and pupils. Minds are stimulated; trained 
to think. In this way personality ‘is pees 
and character formed, (Hear, hear.) Tho- 
roughly sound work is done in religious 
knowledge. In the athletic field we are 
proud of our boys. (Hear, hear.) 

As the headmaster says in his report, it 
takes all sorts of boys to make a school. That 
is so, and whilst you cannot form an accurate 
estimate from the success of a comparatively 
small proportion of boys, yet when the 
results in general education, in religious know- 
ledge, in physical and moral training are 
examined in detail, the claim can be sub- 
stantiated that this is a thoroughly satisfac- 
tory educational institution. The Governors 
with spécial knowledge assure the parents 
that they may send their boys heré with the 
fullest confidence: (Hear, hear.) It is not 
too much to say that the work of the head- 
master,and his staff gives the greatest satis- 
faction to every member of the Board of 
Governors. (Applause.) 


THE BISHOP OF TUAM. 

The Bishop of Tuam expressed pleasure at 
hearing such a very fine record of the ex- 
cellent work that had been done by the 
School during the past year. (Hear, r.) 
The subject of compulsory Irish, he said, was 
one with which he was not competent to deal, 
but he thonght that the headmaster and the 
Bishop of Cashel were on the strongest ground 
when they said that they were op to it 
for educational reasons. That, he thought, 
was the strongest ground. They wanted to 
get rid of any idea that they were opposed to 
compulsory Irish for sectarian reasons. (Hear,

EADMASTER'S REPORT. 
{ Mr. John Thompson, M:A.;° Headmaster, 
stated in. the course of his - I think 
we satisfy fairly well the definition of a 
school laid down less than a year ago by the 
then Free State Minister of ion, Pro- 
fessor John McNeill, in these words: ‘‘ The 
true test of the efficiency of a school is this : 
what it is doing, of endeavouring to do, for 
the betterment of its own Community, the 
people from which it draws its, | Agee 8 
as . claim, woritey-sabiaiylonn ‘this official 
definition of a school, why is the Govern- 
ment anxious to change the kind of education 
which we are giving by trfing to make our 
pupils learn a e which their parents 
do not wish? According to the present regu- 
lations, next June will be the last occasion 
on which our pupils will be able to pass the 
Intermediate certificate examination without 
taking and passing in Irish. In other words, 
Irish will in 1928 become an essential subject 
of the Intermediate certificate examination, 
and students who have not learned Irish will 
then be excluded from that examination and 
from all chances of winning scholarships. 

I want to make the case quite clear. The 
boys here will not be compelled to learn 
Irish, but they will be excluded from the 
examination and from the competition for 
scholarships. Indirect pressure is thus to be 
applied to schools, to teachers, parents and 
pupils, to make them take up a subject 
which they do not wish, under penalty of 
being excluded from all the advantages of 
the Intermediate certificate examination, 
which provides a test for the school’s work 
and the ssibility of winning valuable 
prizes. Of course, if the parents wish ‘their 
children to learn modern Irish, wa‘shall pro- 


use. ) 


ents took so 


not only do the large majority of parents 
not. wish it, but on the contrary most of 
them decidedly object. 


TWO REASONS. 

For, this there are at least two sound edu- 
cational reasons. First, they wish their 
children to have the best possible education, 
and they feel that, if they learn Irish, seme 
other subject to which they attach more 
importance must be sacrificed. The experi- 
ence of other boys’ schools where Irish is a 
regular subject of the curriculum shows that 
in them the learning of modern ' European 
languages has largely disappeared. German 
is presented at the Intermediate certificate 
examination only by Protestant schools, and 
French is presented by only one-fifth of the 
candidates presented, and two-thirds of 
these. were from. Protestant schools. 
Thus within two or three years of 
the introduction of the new system o” 
secondary education and of the extension of 
the teaching of Irish there has been a rapid 
and startling decline in the secondary school 
of acquaintance through foreign languages 
of modern European thought and culture. 
This decline in the knowledge of French and 
German cannot be good for Sich education 
in the Free State, and it should give the 
Government pause in its educational. policy. 

A second serious educational reason why 
our parents do not wish their boys to. learn 
Irish is that they must, in large numbers at 
the present time, look forward to earning 
their living elsewhere than in the Free State. 
This is in the nature of things and cannot be 
said to be anybody’s fault. But parents 
see, in the great Commonwealth of Nations 
to which we are proud to belong and in other 
undeveloped countries of the world, oppor- 
tunities for their children for which a know: 
ledge of Irish is of no advantage and a 
knowledge of another language ás. of great 
importance. Under these condMions it ie 
wrong to force, or to attempt to force, Irish 
on our schools and to penalise those students 
who do not learn it. We ask for freedom 
to go on, as with some success we have gone 
hitherto. If the country, as is sometimes 
asserted, ‘s really enthusiastic about learning 
Irish, that is only another reason. for leaving 
us alone. Time will do its work and the 
rising tide, if it is rising, will bear us all 
along with it. The Government can surely 
afford to wait. Why should it create a 
grievance’? It can encourage’ the study of 
Irish as much as it wishes; we do not object 
to that; but we do object to compulsion 
under any form. On’ the other hand, we 
consider that if the Government would devote 
as much. energy to other admittedly grave 
needs of secondary education, on which there 
is no time for me to dwell, such as pensions 
for the teachers and increased grants for the 
schools it would do far more to advance the 
real interests of-higher education in the Free 
State. (Applause.) 


WORK OF THE SCHOOL. 
In the examination in religious knowledge 
held lest December under the joint direction 


Assembly the results were better than: those 
of any previous year, the total number of 
passes being 138 out of 160 candidates, 
those 138 the Church candidates numbered 
114 and the Presbyterian 24. Prizes were won 
by 27 Church candidates and 10 by Presby- 
terian. In Greek Testament in which 
for the second year in succession we gained 
the distinction also won on several previous 
occasions of securing the silver madel in the 
Church of Ireland examinations and the first 
place and special prize of £1 in the Presby- 
terian examination, the successful studeuts 
being A. W. H. Breakey and H. M. Glover. 
Corresponding to the old Intermediate 
examinations, we had last June the second 
of the new series of school examinations for 
the Intermediate certificate held by the Free 
State Department of Education. The re- 
sults were fuily up to the excellent standard 
of the previous year, and confirm the ecn- 
clusion which was then drawn—viz., that 
the school is providing for its pupils a good 
ali-round education. Of the 18 students 
who entered, 14 passed and 9 passed with 
honours, and out of the seven scholarships 
(each worth £40 a year for two years) won 
by Protestant schools, two were won by our 
boys, K. N. Douglas and F. G. Bestall. Last 
year we gained three scholarships, and this 
record of five scholarships in two years out 
of a total of thirteen still stands unbeaten 
by any other Protestant school. This year, 
as last, we obtained first place in various 
subjects, K, N. Douglas being first in 
English and Greek, and F. G. Bestall and 
H. C. Doak, respectively, first and second 
In German. In the course for the two 
ears—last.year and this—the school has 
vad first place án English, Latin, Greek 
(both years), German, mathematics, and 
drawing, and second. place in French and 
also in German. 


OTHER EXAMINATIONS. 


At the junior exhibition examination, open 
to boys entering Trinity College, last 
autumn, W. 8. Glover obtained first place 
and the Kidd Scholarship of £80 a year for 
four years, and |). B. W. Good obtained 
sixth place and the High School exhibition 
of £25 a year for four years. This year 
at this examination the second place was 
won by A. W. H. Breakey, gaining the 
High School exhibition, the same as Good 
last year. The first place was won by H. 
G. Yeats, a former pupil of the school, who 
left when his.family moved to the North 
of Ireland. Last autumn W. 8. Glover won 
an entrance prize for science, and D. B. Good 
two entrance prizes for classical. composition ; 
and this year A, W. Breakey has won four 
entrance prizes for egoesicel composition, for 
Greek and Latin: Prose, and. Greek and 
Latin Verse. He was also awarded last June 
the first classical sizarship in Trinity College. 
We have had an excellent record of past 
pupils in Trinity. In the spring the first 
science. schol ip was won, by A. ‘ 
Robertson, and the fifth classical scholarship 
| by W. 8. Cunningham. the results of 
the Moderatorship eaxminations last Decem- 
ber the two Brook prizes (which are next 
to the epneantship) were won by I. E. Jones 
in classics, and by W. C. G. Proctor in 
mathematics. Jones’ won first place in the 
first class in classics, and a second place 
in ancient history and political science, and 
has this summer been successfal in obtain- 
ing fourth place in the examina- 
tion for “the “Indian Civil Service;

On the subject of Mr. Bernard Shaw's 
acceptance only of the honour of the Nobel 
Literary Prize, without any of its emoluments, 
the. Berlingske Tidende writes: "With a 
sure eye for advertisement, Bernard Shaw has 
chosen right, but the fault is that of the 
Nobel Committee. It was never Alfred Nobel's 
intention to give gold medals to elderly and 
wealthy prime donne.

Mr. Bernard Shaw's letter to the Swedish 
Academy discriminating between the Nobel! 
Award and the money that goes with it seems 
to be interpreted there as tantamount to 
rejection of the whole award. Though the 
deciaion is received with regret, it is generally 
felt that it can in no way be regarded as a 
sign of disrespect to the Swedish Academy. 

MAY BE RETAINED. 

The general view, which is confirmed by a 
member of the Academy, jis that, under the 
rules regulating the distribution of Nobel 
awards, the prize cannot be used: in the 
manner suggested by Mr. Shaw—namely, in 
the furtherance of Anglo-Swedish intercourse 
in literature and art, but must be retained in 
the hands of the committee, as is done in all 
cases where an award is not made. 

As regards the motives of the refusal, it is 
felt that an author, who has all his life 
heaped irony on official and moral distinctions, 
is certainly entitled to refuse to be put into a 
position. at variance with his views. 

The Svenska Dagblad, Stockholmstidningen 
end, Soctaldemokrat are fayourably impressed 
by the form in which the refusal is conveyed, 
but the Dagensnyheter considers the delay of 
a week between the Academy's gnnouncement 
of the award and Mr. Shaw s notification was 
a characteristic Shavianism.

They are, perhaps, less significant than the 
announcement that Mr, Cook—the most 
prominent, if not the most important of these 
leaders—has already settled the date for a 
long-planned visit te Moscow. He will .go 
without any hindrance from his unfortunate 
followers. It ig many weeks now since there 
was the remotest prospect that Mr. Cook had 
the capacity. or would be given the oppor- 
tunity, to lead the miners to an honourable 


peace. | 
The chief fact that emerges is that the 
Federation acknowledges the complete failure 
of its poli¢y. Only one comment on that 
fact need be made. Lord Grey of Fallodon 
said that the miners were beaten, not by 
the Government and not by the owners, but 
by economic facts. It would be @ven more 
true to say that they have been beaten by 
their own leadership, in spite of the efforts of 
the-Giovernment to-save them.

MANDATORY POWERS.

UNWANTED OUESTIONNAIRE. 
GENEVA, Friday. 

The Secretariat of the League of Nations 
issued to-day the British Foreign Office’s 
reply to the now-famous questionnaire sub. 
mitted by the Mandates Commission to the 
mandatory Powers regarding the administra- 
tion of mandated territories, and. the hearing 
of petitioners by the Commission itself. 

he reply quotes the report of M. Hymans 
to the League Council in August, 1920, ‘show- 
ing that the latter “is not called upon:either 
by itself or. through the Mandates .Commis- 
sion to examine every detail of administra- 
tion, nor can it have the means to discharge 
such a Herculean task. On the contrary, its 
duty is to see that the admunistration of 
mandated territories is conducted generally in 
accordance with the ideas enunciated in 
Article XXII. of the Covenant.”’ 

‘‘In the light of these considerations,’’ 
adds the British reply, “the mandatory 
Governments of the British Empire feel that 
both the proposals now put forward by the 
are based on a mis- 
conception of the duties and the responsibili- 
ties of the Commission and Council. ‘The 
theory that petitioners should have means of 
making their grievances known is a perfectly 
correct one, but the suggestion of the Com- 
mrssion that a hearing should be given to 
petitioners is, the Governments submit, in- 
correct as a dangerous application of the 
theory.” 

The reply further contends that the ques- 
tionnaire is unnecessary for the purpose for 
which the mandatory system was established, 
and is irreconcilable with the principles laid 
down by M. Hymans and accepted by the 
Council for its execution. 

“The views of His Majesty's Government,” 
it proceeds, “‘are that there are the greatest 
objections to granting any form of audience 
by the Advisory Commission of the League to 

titioners who are either themselves in- 
habitants of a territory administered by His 
Majesty’s Government or who are petitioners 
on behalf of inhabitants of such territories.” 

The reply next deals with the course to be 
pursued by the Colonial Office in the matter of 

titions and the right of petitioning the 
Secretary of State through the officer ad- 
ministering the territory, and adds that, 
should the Commission require further in- 
formation regarding any petition, His 
Majesty's Government are confident that the 
mandatory Power would always be ready to 
reply fully to any such inquiry. 

The reply adds—‘* Guided by these prin- 
ciples, His Majesty's Government submit that 
the list of questions far exceeds what is 
necessary to the Commission or what is com- 
patible with the intentions of the Covenant 
and the rules approved by the Council. Sub- 
mitting these reservations for the considera- 
tion of the Council, His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment desire to repeat the assurance given by 
the British representatives when the subject 
was first discussed, that they fully appreciate 
the care, attention and devotion with which 
the Mandates Commission have discharged 
their task, and they trust that the Commis- 
sion will not see in these observations any 
unfriendly or depreciatory  intention,’’—

PALESTINE LOAN. 
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STATEMENT BY ZIONIST 
ORGANISATION, 


Reuter’s Agency has received from the 
Zionist Organisation a statement with regard 
to the loan to be guaranteed to Palestine, 
which says: ' Not a single penny of the 
£4,500,000 is to go to the Zionist Organisa- 
tion, or to any of its institutions or settle- 
ments; and it is, therefore, absurd to epeak 
of this Organisation being encouraged to 
collect money from Britain. 

‘“* All the money that has hitherto been 
spent on the establishment in Palestine of the 
National Home for the Jewish people has 
been contributed voluntarily by the Jews 
themselves. At least £10,000,000 of Jewish 
money has been brought into Palestine during 
the last five or six years. 

"The entire amount of the loan is to go to 
the Government of Palestine and to be used 
for the construction of railways, harbour 
works, and other works of development, and 
the acquisition of exieting railways and other 
capital assets from His Majesty's Govern- 
ment. - Inasmuch as Palestine, after only a 
few years, can point to a surpluseof £1,200,000 
in revenue over expenditure, there is no 
justification for the suggestion that she may 
be unable to make the repayments.’’

of mismanagement, procrastination and vaci!- 
lation..on the part of the authorities in

combatants and 490,000 non-combatants. The 
number of killed, wounded and prisoners was 
over 98,000).

afterwards they, too, absorbed troops which 
should have been sent to the Western Front. 

When Lord Allenby took up the command 
he was. told to demand in full everything that 
he thought necessary for the conquest of 
Palestine, and was warned that he, on his 
part, would be expected to produce successful 
results. After that, as Sir William says,.‘‘ he 
would have been more than human had he 
erred ón the side of moderation, and he did 
not so err.”’ His demands amounted to 
thirteen divisions, as scompared. with the 
General Staff estimate of five.

VALUABLE HANDMAID OF 
THE CHURCH. 


A special Service was held yesterday morn- 
ing in St, Patrick's Cathedral, Dublin, in 
connection with the Mothers’ Union annaií- 
versary meetings. Holy Communion was 
celebrated. 

The Bishop of Meath (the Most Rev. Dr. 
Collins) spoke of the interest attaching to 
the meetings which had been held during the 
week. For fifty years the work of the 
Mothers’ Union, he said, had been steadily 
developing in influence and power. The re- 
cent Jubilee celebrations in England had 
helped everybody to. realise how great the 
Mothers’ Union was—great in the very best 
sense of the word, great in its purpose and 
reat in the way God had blessed its efforts. 
There were five hundred thousand members, 
drawn from almost every nation under 
heaven. 

The object lesson of the home was. present 
in Christ’s mind in every parable and in 
every message of love He had given. The 
idea of the home underlay the Lord’s Prayer 
—-what the. parent had a right to expect 
from the child, and what the child had a 
right to expect from the parent. From the 


ihome in‘ Nazareth there was a message te 


every father and mother—from it we could 
realise how that happy family might be re- 
produced here on earth. 

The Mothers’ Union watched over the three 
great factors which formed the foundation of 
all social morality—the sanctity of marriage, 
the sacredness. of the family, the bringing 
up of the child. In the New Testament the 
first of those was used as an emblem of the 
sacred unity of Christ and the Church. The 
earthly father and mother were representa- 
tives of God to their children, who learned 
from them, not merely by what they said, 
but from the atmosphere in which they lived. 

The upbringing of children was the 
mother’s privilege and responsibility. It was 
the mother who made the home. Her in- 
fluence acted first upon the children; her in- 
fluence came first of all in the moulding of 
the young life. ‘The child’s mind was like a 
white sheet of paper, capable of receiving 
the least mark and showing the least trace.

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DOMINION PRODUCE. 


CO-OPERATIVE MARKETING 


SCHEMES. 

Sir James Cooper, K.B.E., F.S.A.A., read 
a paper on Dominion produce marketing 
schemes before the Incorporated Accountants 
Students’ Society of London. As Common- 
wealth Government representative and Chair- 
man of the Australian Dried Fruits and 
Dairy Produce Export Control Boards, Sir 
James Cooper possesses special knowledge of 
his subject. In the course of his paper he 
indicated the capacity of the mother country 
for manufacturing high-class goods for ex- 
port, and the Dominion’s capacity for the 
production of foodstuffs and raw material. 

The policy involved in any scheme of 
Dominion marketing was to ensure the maxi- 
mum benefit to all the countries concerned 
by an exchange of their surplus production. 
Sir James explained the various schemes of 
co-operative pooling which have been intro- 
duced in the British Dominions since the 
war, either voluntarily or with Government 
assistance, to deal with marketing problems. 
These schemes had not altogether escaped 
criticism, inasmuch as it was suggested that, 
incidentally, their operation involved the 
“holding up “ of supplies in order to obtain 


sult that the consumer would suffer. 
denied that such artificial price inflation was 
ever intended, and he stated that it was not 
even possible for prices to be inflated in any 
of the Dominion control schemes yet set up. 

He considered that the schemes 
directed towards bringing Dominion produce 
in regular sequence to the world’s markets, 
particularly to the British market, and 
towards adjusting, where parcticable, tem- 
porary gaps between supply and demand. 
Such operations should tend to establish 
stability rather than fluctuations in prices, 
and, by assisting in eliminating indiscriminate 
speculation in foodstuffs, should render ser- 
vice both to the grower or producer, and the 
consumer. 

He believed that the development of these 
schemes and their administration in a public 
spirit would be of advantage to the mother 
country and to the British Dominions, and 
would set up economic machinery. to assist in 
dealing with many pressing problems which 
await solution in the progress of their mutual 
relations.
